Eighteen orisoners faced the court­ 
martial at Vera Cruz, which began its 
session vest et day evening, witn Gen 
oral Davila presiding. 
Felix Diaz tat in the center of the

received here today. 
"I am the only one responsible for 
the movement.” Diaz told the court 
"I have known Col. Jose Diaz Orriaz 
many years and I won him over to 
my side.
